Zeppelin,  Idhel'e,  Maid  of  Orleans  and  Pelegrina. 

The  Erench  skill  of  Lenioine  has  produced  for  us  Roi  Albert,  Paul 
Deschanel,  General  Mangin,  Paul  Gambon,  etc.,  all  very  fine. 

Eollowing  the  saying  that  “Ear  pastures  are  always  green,”  we  all  like 
to  see  the  flowers  that  come  from  a  far  country,  but  it  cannot  be  denied 
that  the  productions  of  our  own  American  and  Canadian  hybridizers  com¬ 
pare  very  favorably  with  the  best  of  them.

When  we  consider  that  the  Gladiolus  is  found  in  the  natural  state  in 
Southern  luirope,  Asia  Minor  and  Southern  Africa,  particularly  in  the 
coastal  districts  from  Namaciualand  to  Natal,  it  seems  (juite  natural  that 
we  should  grow  the  best  of  glads  in  California  where  the  climate  approxi¬ 
mates  that  of  the  Gladiolus  native  habitats.  Nowhere  in  this  country  can 
better  bulbs  be  produced. 

Gur  bulbs  have  a  long  season  in  which  to  grow;  thev  are  not  forced 
and  matured  before  their  time  by  torrid  heat,  as  our  j^articular  section  of 
California  possesses  the  most  equable  climate  in  the  United  States. 

AV e  have  no  hurricanes  to  break  the  stems,  no  pelting  rains  to  batter 
the  flowers. 

No  rain  from  April  to  November,  yet  we  have  an  abundance  of  water 
and,  with  the  Skinner  irrigation  system,  our  glads  receive  just  the  proper 
amount  of  water,  and  just  at  the  proper  time  to  grow  them  to  perfection. 

A\  hen  our  bulbs  are  harvested  they  are  fully  matured,  and  our  dry  fall 
season  permits  of  curing  them  in  the  mild  sunshine. 

Our  storage  facilities  are  of  the  best  and.  in  the  spring,  when  our  bulbs 
reach  you,  they  are  vigorous  and  ready  to  grow.

Outstanding  Gladiolus 
of  Recent  Introduction 


Amador  (Kingsley  1931) — A  new  glowing  red  glad  that  glistens  in  the  sun  and  sparkles 
equally  under  electric  lights.  Unlike  most  reds  it  does  not  hum,  nor  turn  dark  at 
the  edges  in  the  hot  sun.  The  form,  substance  and  placement  are  all  that  could 
be  desired.  The  florets  are  of  good  size,  four  inches  or  more,  from  five  to  eight 
opened  at  the  same  time,  and  open  to  the  very  tip  equally  well  in  the  garden  or 
in  the  vase.  The  spike  is  always  straight  and  cuts  well:  simply  stab  the  stem  as 
low  as  you  want  and  it  will  slip  right  up,  leaving  plenty  of  leaves  to  mature  the 
bulb.  Good  grower  and  producer  of  good  size  bulblets  that  germinate  well. 
Reproduced  in  colors  on  front  cover. 

Here  is  what  Mr.  Heberling  says  about  Amador: 

“I  think  you  are  pricing  Amador  too  cheaply,  considering  the  quality  of  the 
flower  and  the  small  amount  of  stock.  I  regard  it  as  very  outstanding  as  to  color, 
spike  and  substance  and  think  it  one  of  the  very  finest  things  of  the  year.” 

Mr.  P.  Herborn,  one  of  our  California  amateurs  who  grows  practically  all  the 
new  things,  says:  “I  have  grown  Amador  for  two  seasons  alongside  of  all  the 
new  reds  from  Europe,  Australia,  Canada  and  the  United  States  and  I  find  that 
jmur  Amador  tops  the  list.”

Mr.  Salbach  calls  it  a 
glorified  Saraband,  but  we  find  it  has  much 
brighter  coloring.  Tall  spike,  alwa3's  straight, 
flowers  large,  always  well  placed;  we  have 
never  seen  a  crooked  spike  or  a  misplaced 
flower  on  Tennyson  or  Amador.  Seven  to 
nine  flowers  open  at  the  same  time  and  22  to 
24  buds  to  the  spike.  Tennyson  is  a  flower 
of  great  charm,  an  armful  of  these  with  a  few’ 
Senorita,  in  a  sage  green  vase  make  a  decora¬ 
tion  of  barbaric  splendor. 

Mr.  Bancroft  Winsor,  who  know’S  good 
glads,  says:  “Tennyson  has  been  very  fine 
this  season  and  much  admired  by  all  my  gar¬ 
den  visitors,  and  1  know’  it  is  all  it  w’as  said 
to  be.  It  is  one  of  the  few  good  things  I 
have  seen  this  season.” 

Three  years  in  succession  we  have  exhib¬ 
ited  Tennyson  in  the  East-Bay  Gladiolus 
show’,  the  first  year  as  a  seedling  and  the 
succeeding  years  in  its  color  class,  and  it  has 
w’on  a  blue  ribbon  every  time.

It  is  so  new 
that  we  have  little  to  say 
about  its  habits,  but  it  is 
healthy,  has  large  flowers 
of  a  uniform  dark  blue  and 
does  not  fade  in  the  garden.

Our  1932  Introductions 

Bonita — A  very  clear  alizarine  pink  with  a  small  cream  white  blotch  and 
cream  white  median  line  on  all  petals.  Tall,  slender  spike  with  up  to 
eig'ht  flowers  open  at  once.  There  is  a  certain  inherent  quality  about 
this  flower  that  can  not  be  put  into  words  ;  perhaps  it  is  the  peculiar 
clearness  of  the  color,  or  the  gracefulness  of  the  stem,  or  yet  the  form 
of  the  florets.  No  coarseness  here,  no  stiffness.  Bonita  is  an  aristocrat.

Lolita — A  primulinus  grandiflorus  with  a  wide  open  flower  of  a  clear 
grenadine  pink  and  a  massicot  yellow  throat  blotch.  There  is  no  hood¬ 
ing,  the  flowers  are  of  good  size  and  substance,  6  to  7  open  well  placed 
on  a  tall  spike.  Lights  up  beautifully  under  electric  light  and  opens 
clear  to  the  tip.

Golden  Flame — (Seedling  2^-41) — It  is  impossible  for  anyone  to  know 
what  will  become  of  a  new  variety,  but  we  are  convinced  that  here  is 
a  flower  with  a  future.  The  plant  is  a  strong,  clean  grower,  with  an 
always  straight,  tall  spike.  22-24  buds  to  the  spike  with  6-9  flowers 
open  at  the  same  time.  The  color  (Ridgeway)  is  light  coral  red  blend¬ 
ing  to  a  coral  pink  upper  throat,  lower  petals  blotched  pale  orange- 
yellow  with  very  faint  markings  of  crimson  deep  in  the  throat.  Wide 
open  flowers  hugging  the  stem.  Good  producer  of  large  bulblets  that 
germinate  well.  Should  be  a  good  commercial  variety  as  it  is  a  fine 
cut  flower,  opening  well  in  water  and  a  good  keeper. 

E’nfortunately  Golden  Elame  was  not  in  bloom  at  the  time  of  the 
East-Bay  G’adiolus  show,  but  we  exhibited  it  at  the  Los  Altos  County 
flower  show,  where  it  was  awarded  a  first  prize  as  best  seedling,  in  the 
face  of  strong  competition.

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Gladiolus  the  Beautiful 

When,  in  1855,  Queen  Victoria  visited  Napoleon  III  at  Fontainei)leau,  little  did 
she  know  that  the  beautiful  gladiolus,  which  she  so  much  admired  in  the  French  Em¬ 
peror’s  garden,  were  the  beginning  of  the  procession  of  beauty  that  was  to  come. 

Now,  after  seventy  odd  years,  through  the  efforts  of  breeders  in  two  continents, 
there  are  Gladiolus  in  many  forms  and  shapes,  and  no  other  flower  comes  in  such  a 
variety  of  colors;  from  the  purest  white  to  the  deep  yellow's  and  warm  buffs,  the 
vivid  oranges  and  scarlets,  the  most  delicate  pinks,  the  bright  reds  and  deep  velvety 
maroons,  the  soft  rose  and  rich  purples,  the  lavender  blues,  also  the  “smoky”  shades, 
which  generally  consist  of  a  bright  color  overlaid  with  a  greyish  veil;  imagine  a 
bright  sunset  seen  through  a  fleecy  cloud. 

If,  perchance,  you  have  never  grown  Gladiolus,  a  world  of  pleasant  surprise  awaits 
you  this  summer  when  your  “glads”  begin  to  bloom  and  unfold  their  hidden  treasures. 

Those  of  you  who  are  already  “Glad  Fans”  will  be  interested  from  the  moment 
you  put  your  bulbs  in  the  brown  earth;  you  wdll  patiently  care  for  your  plants  and 
wait  for  the  glorious  blooms,  knowing  that  you  will  not  be  disappointed;  always  there 
will  be  new  forms,  new  colors,  new  combinations,  unexpected  arrangement  of  mark¬ 
ings,  in  the  varieties  that  will  bloom  in  your  garden  for  the  first  time,  while  the  older 
varieties,  those  that  you  have  knowm  for  several  seasons,  will  be  looking  at  you  like 
old  friends  with  an  ever  new  beauty,  bravely  competing  for  your  favors  with  your 
new'  accjuisitions. 

The  Gladiolus  are  so  regal  in  their  beauty  that  they  grace  the  costliest  gardens, 
and  so  democratic  in  their  demands  that  the  novice  cannot  fail  to  reap  a  wealth  of 
flowers  from  his  planting. 

As  a  garden  flower  the  Gladiolus  are  unsurpassed;  they  are  superb  for  a  garden 
border,  for  their  long  spikes  are  dressed  in  glorious  colors;  in  groups  among  the 
shrubbery,  where  there  is  plenty  of  sunshine  they  make  a  w'onderful  picture. 

A  group  should  be  of  six  or  more  of  one  variety  or  of  one  color  group,  and  is 
within  the  means  of  even  those  w'ho  have  only  a  limited  space  for  their  culture. 

Fine  as  they  are  for  the  garden.  Gladiolus  are  in  all  their  glory  as  cut  flowers. 
The  purposes  for  which  they  can  be  used  are  endless;  from  the  tall  large  vase  or 
basket  for  the  living  room,  to  the  dainty  corsage  bouquet  of  one  single  bloom,  bowl 
for  the  dining  room  table  or  single  spike  for  the  slender  vase;  the  florists  use  them 
in  profusion  for  bridal  bouquets  and  the  sick  enjoy  them  all  the  more  because  they 
have  no  cloying  perfume. 

Every  garden  should  have,  at  least,  a  few  of  these;  they  are  easy  to  grow  and 
give  more  pleasure  for  the  amount  of  w'ork  involved  than  any  other  flower. 

Among  that  array  of  beauty  several  different  types  of  Gladiolus  are  now  recog¬ 
nized  by  the  American  Gladiolus  Societjy;  the  exhibition  type  usually  has  a  long  spike, 
with  large,  w'ell  open  individual  flow'ers  of  a  beautiful  coloring,  and  many  open  at  the 
same  time. 

The  Commercial  type  is  the  kind  the  florists  prefer,  mostly  in  light  colors,  beau¬ 
tiful  in  mass,  the  flowers  of  heavy  substance  and  not  quite  so  large,  so  that  they  are 
not  so  fragile;  here  we  sacrifice  beauty  to  usefulness.  The  Landscape  type  consists  of 
shorter,  stocky  plants  that  have  more  resistance  to  the  w'ind,  of  a  pleasing  color  that 
does  not  fade  in  the  sun,  but  the  form  need  not  be  so  perfect. 

The  crossing  of  these  types  wdth  the  little  yellow  Gladiolus  Primulinus,  the 
“Maid  of  the  Mist,”  has  produced  an  entirely  different  race  of  Gladiolus  with  slender 
willowy  spikes,  smaller  flow'ers,  mostly  hooded  like  their  w'ild  parent,  artistically 
placed  on  the  stem;  the  colors  are  softer  and  delicately  blended,  there  are  white,  yel¬ 
low's,  many  shades  of  buff  and  orange,  pale  pinks,  rose  colors  and  even  lavenders 
and  orchid;  there  is  red  also,  but  even  the  bright  reds  are  softer  than  in  the  larger  or 
grandiflora  types.  These  primulinus  hybrids  are  unexcelled  for  home  decoration  and, 
being  very  floriferous,  are  also  very  good  for  the  garden.
